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Kissinger, Dayan In More 
Talks On Golan Heights

U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
A. 
Kissinger said he wanted 
“ further elaboration” today of 
an Israeli plan for separating 
the Israeli and Syrian forces in 
'the Golan Heights where heavy 
artillery and tank fire thun­ 
dered for the 19th consecutive 
day. 
As Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Kissinger were to 
m et 
again 
in 
Washington 
to 
discuss the plan, the 
Israeli 
arm y 
command 
said 
the 
Syrians opened up with artil­ 
lery and tank fire “all along the 
line of the salient” which Israel 
carved out of Syrian territory 
in the October war. 
The announcement said one 
Israeli soldier was wounded in 
the artillery exchanges. It was 
the 57th casualty reported by 
Israel 
on 
its 
northern 
front 
since the Oct. 24 cease-fire. 
Dayan 
presented 
Kissinger 
with the Israeli disengagement 
plan Friday —the 18th day of 
rocket, artillery and tank duels 
in the Heights which appear 
aimed 
at 
influencing 
the 
negotiations. 
In the fighting F r i d a y , 
Syria said its men killed an 
unspecified number of Israelis 
and knocked out four tanks. 
Both 
sides 
said 
their forces 
suffered no losses. 
Israeli 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Abba 
Eban 
said 
on 
Israeli 
television Friday that Kissinger 
and other American 
officials 
view the daily clashes on the 
Golan Heights ‘gravely, amid 
concern 
that 
they 
herald 
escalation and a flareup.’ 


Dayan 
and 
Kissinger 
sche­ 
duled 
another meeting today 
and Kissinger said ‘We w ant to 
go into further elaboration’' of 
the 
disengagem ent 
plan. 
He 
will 
present 
the 
plan 
to

Syrian 
deegation 
that

expected to arrive in W ashing­ 
ton April 11. 
Kissinger explained the delay 
in transm itting 
the 
plan 
by 
saying he wanted to take a 
long-postponed 10-day vacation 
and American officials wanted 
a chance to discuss the Israeli 
proposals 
among 
them selves 
before taking them up with the 
Syrians. 
Israeli newspapers have said 
the proposals include im medi­ 
ate exchange of all prisoners of 
war, the withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from most of the bulge 
and establishm ent of a six-mile- 
wide 
U.N.-supervised 
buffer 
zone.

GOING M ETRIC 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
Indiana State Highway Commis­ 
sion is going metric. 
Chairman Richard A Boehn- 
ing announced Friday the com­ 
mission will erect 13 signs scat­ 
tered throughout the state which 
will indicate both mileage and 
kilom eter readings. 
The project is an information­ 
al program to acquaint the pub­ 
lic with the m etric system ,, 
Boehning said, and to guage re­ 
action to the proposed conver­ 
sion to the international stand­ 
ard. 
Congress currently has a pro­ 
posal before it to convert to the 
metric system over a 10-year 
period. Almost all other count­ 
ries in the world are on the 
metric system, and Great Bri­ 
tain currently is in the midst 
of a changeover to the standard. 
The U.S. Department of Com­ 
m erce recom m ended to Con­ 
gress the change. 
Boehning said the experim ent­ 
al signs will provide odometer 
comparison checks on Interstate 
65 between Franklin and Col­ 
umbus for both north and south­ 
bound traffic, and 11 state roads 
and one U.S. highway 
A mile equals 1.6 kilometers 
and a kilometer equals 62 miles.

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FBI Shows Crime On Increase —

He 
urged all Americans to help 
police stem the rising tide of 
law breaking. 
In a briefing, the attorney 
general said he thought a lack 
of consistent punishment for the 
criminal caught has been a 
factor in the increse. 
“Crime does pay. The crimi­ 
nal plays the odds. It he thinks 
he will get caught, he will not 
do it. We increased his odds to 
where crime does pay.

eral said. 
The report said crime in 
rural and suburban areas was 
up by 10 per cent. 
In his briefing, Saxbe said 
that

“We know that only half the 
crim e is reported," he said, 
adding reporting was something 
of a “grab bag. Some cities 
report good, others bad.” 
The South reported a 9 per 
cent rise in the crime index.

and the Northeast reported a 4 
per cent increase. In the West, 
the increase was 2 per cent. 
New York City registered a 1 
per cent decrease in the crime 
index and a 3 per cent drop in 
vie Sent crimes. Washington, 
D C . reported a 3 per cent 
decrease in the crim e index 
and an 8 per cent decrease in 
violent crimes

noted in Fall River, Mass., 
where the crime index showed 
a 25 per cent drop and a 
decrease of 21 per cent in 
violent crimes.

IN INDIANA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
latest FBI uniform crime reports 
showed that two Indiana cities, 
Fort. Wayne and Gary, were 
among 59 in the country show­ 
ing decreases in the crime in­ 
dex. 
Cincinnati and Louisville also 
recorded decreases, but total 
crimes increased last year over 
1972 in Indianapolis, Evansville, 
Hammond and South Bend. 
Serious crime over the nation 
rose 5 per cent last year com­ 
pared with a 4 per cent decrease 
in 1972, the FBI said. 
Fort Wayne had a 3 per cent 
decrease, with a 17 per cent 
drop in the violent crime rate, 
while Gary had an 11 per cent 
decrease and a 4 per cent drop 
in violent crimes. 
Indianapolis was up in total 
crimes from 27,802 in 1.972 to 
29,615 in 1973, up from 66 to 71 
in murders, and up in rapes. 
Evansville was up from 6,325 
to 7,293 in crimes, up from 8 to 
10 in murders, but down in rapes 
by 50 per cent. 
Fort Wayne s crimes fell from 
11,340 to 10,990 but murders 
were up from 9 to 14. 
Gary crimes were down from 
13,128 to 11,743 and murders were 
down from 81 to 73. Rapes 
were up considerably. 
Hammond crimes were up 
from 6,426 to 6,769, but murders 
were down from 8 to 7. 
South Bend had more crimes, 
9,603 compared with 8,775, but 
murders were off from 15 to 14.

By GEORGE J. MARDER 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Judiciary Committee is 
either Dr. Jekyll or Mr. Hyde, 
depending on how you view its 
study of possible impeachment 
proceedings, against President 
Nixon.

Another view is 
that the 
committee is moving with the

awimmer, gingerly testing the 
water before plunging in, even 
'having to 'be dragged to the 
water's edge. 
These conflicting views are 
the result of four areas of 
disagreement between the com­ 
mittee and the White House. 
'They concern, definition of an 
impeachable 
offense, 
the 
42 
tapes sought by the committee, 
indexing 
and examination of 
the files of former top White 
House officials and the right of 
cros examination. 
Here is what is involved in 
each case: 
1. Nixon insists the commit­ 
tee 
define 
exactly 
what 
it 
means 
by 
an 
impeachable 
offense. The President argues 
he can be impeached only if he 
■violated some major law. If the 
committee disagrees, be will 
withhold any evidence that goes 
beyond his interpretation of the 
Constitution. 
He 
argues 
the 
committee can consider only 
evidence linked to' the specific 
crimes it cites. 
The committee is following a 
different course. It is obtaining 
evidence on broad areas of 
alleged 
wrong-doing. 
If 
the 
evidence warrants., it then will, 
draw up articles of impeach­ 
ment, each comparable to one 
count in a grand jury indict­ 
ment. Both the chairman and 
the ranking committee Republi­ 
can insist the group canot bind 
all 
house 
members 
to 
its 
interpretation of an impeacha­ 
ble offense. It certainly cannot 
bind the Senate which actually 
would hold any impeachment 
trial. 
In the final analysis, each 
House members will have to 
decide for himself what is an 
impeachable offense and whe­

President is guilty of wrong­ 
doing. 
2. Hie 42 tapes concern talks 
Nixon had with then top staff 
members at about the time he

Watergate 
coverup. The President insists 
the committee show how those 
tapes demonstrate an impeach­

crime 
before 
he 
will 
surrender them. That creates 
an 
Impasse. 
The 
committee 
cannot get possible evidence of 
an impeachable crime. Nor can 
it 
establish 
an 
impeachable 
crime without the evidence. 
3. The committee wants an 
'Index, of the 
files 
of 
such 
former top Nixon aides as H. 
R. tialdeman and John Ehrlich- 
man. 
Nixon 
labels 
that 
a 
fishing expedition. 
Committee 
lawyers have told White House 


counsel James St. Clair the 
index would avoid a fishing 
expedition 
because 
it 
would 
enable the committee staff to 
ignore matters not pertaining to 
Watergate. 
4. 
Cross - examination. 
St. 
Clair claims this is a basic 
right. Otherwise, he charges, 
the committee might recom­ 
mend 
impeachment 
on 
the 
basis of testimony which can be 
refuted. Democrats argue that 
only the House can determine 
whether impeachment charges 
are warranted. 'They note' that 
a grand jury does not permit 
cross - examination 
since 
it 
comes later at the trial. An 
impeachment trial would be 
conducted by the Senate with a

It will be scant comfort to the family of 
Patricia Hearst, of course, but the longer the 
Symbionese Liberation Army holds her... 
the more it attempts to link the Hearsts with 
every evil since the San Francisco earth­ 
quake. . .the more it attempts to extort 
another couple million from them, which they 
do not have.. .the more censorious and 
moralistic a pose it adopts, as if it were the 
aggrieved party.. .the more inept and 
ridiculous it is going to look. 
The SLA has already missed the opportuni­ 
ty to reap the maximum benefit from its 
“blow against the oppressors” by a matter of 
weeks. It should have released the girl 
immediately after publisher Randolph A. 
Hearst promised to set up a $2-million food 
handout program, or certainly after that 
program got under way.

God’s part is the big part, “For by grace ye have been 
saved through faith, and that not of yourselves, it is the gift of God; not 
of works, that no man should glory” (Eph. 2: 8-9). The love which God 
felt for man led him to send Christ into the world to redeem man. The life 
and teaching of Jesus, the sacrifice on the cross, and the proclaiming of 
the gospel to men constitute God’s part in salvation. 


Though God’s part is the big part, man’s part is also necessary if man 
is to reach heaven. Man must com.ply with the conditions of pardon which 
the Lord has announced. Man’s part can be clearly set forth in the follow­ 
ing steps:

Way of several counties, by the 
United Presbyterian, the United 
Methodist, the Roman Catholic 
churches,

time to time. It has been in 
action for about 15 years.
